Death of Col. T. H. Smith. 

Gol. T. H. Smith, president of Beau- 
mont College, of Hamdsburg, formerly 
Daughters' College, one of the most 
prominent educators of the South and a 
typical Southern gentleman of the old 
school, died of uraemic poisoning at the 
College, Saturday, April 11. 

Col. Smith was a native of King and 
Queen county, Virginia. He entered the 
Confederate army at an early age and 
served as a Colonel under Gen. Stone 
wall Jackson, and was in a few feet of 
his gallant commander when he was 
struck down at Chaucellorsville. He 
participated, in all the great battles in 
which Qea. Jaekson and the army of 
Northern Virginia fought, including 
Manassas and Petersburg., where he was 
wonndod. He took part in 82 engage- 
menis. He was one of the best known 
educators in the South and a man of 
wide loarplng. He was a manbor of the 
Baptist ehmeh.

G. Vest, written seno thirty years ago 

or more: 

What man can without aversion turn 
from the bloHed memory of tha* &var 

old grandmother, or the gentle words 
and carressing hand of that blessed 
Bothor goBO to tho vnknowa world, to 
face in its stead the idea of a female 
j ustice of the peace or town constable? 
For my part, I want whoa I go to ny 
home — when I turn from the arena 
where man contends with man for what 
we call tho priasa of this paltry worid— 
I want to go back, not to be recoivod In 
the masculine embrace of some feasale 
ward poHlieiaa. bat to tho odraoat, lov- 
ing look and touch of a true woman. I 
want to go back to the jurisdiction of 
the wifo. tho iMllMr, aad iastead of a 
lecture upon finance or the construction 
of the constitution, I want those blessed, 
loving details of domestie life and of 
domestic love. What we want in this 
country is to avoid emotional suffrage, 
aad what we need is to put more logic 
into public affairs and less feeling. 

There are spheres in wliich feeling 
should be paramount. There are king- 
doms in which the heart should reign 
supreme. That kinijdom belongs to 
woman — the real sentiment, the realm 
of love, the realm of the gentler, the ho 
lier and the kindlier attributes that 
maketh* name of wife, mother and sis- 
ter next to that of God Himself. I would 
not, and I sa^ it deliberately, degrade 
woman by giving her the -right of suf- 
frage.

WAR WITH MLXICOr 
Situatkmiiie^ Slated. 

On the 0th inst. a boat without an 
American flag and with nine marines 
and one olRoer landed in Tampico, Mez. 
Col. Hinojosa, who has charge of de- 
fending that point, detained the marines 
and ofBeer and ee nd aeiad thaaa to the 
presence of tha G«M(al ia Bfaad of 
the forts. 

ft should be remembered that at this 
time the port not only was under mili- 
tary control, but was withstanding an 
attack by the rebels. 

Gen. Zaragoza immediately and with- 
out even investigating the case, put the 
marines and ofleer at liberty, placed 
Hinojosa in prison and sent an apology 
to Hear Admiral Mayo, the commander 
of the Amerleaa fleet. 

To all appearancel Admiral Mayo ap- 
proved and was satisfied to accept on be- 
half of the U. 8. covamaMat the apolo- 
gy. Some time later, however, he de- 
manded another and a ditlerent apology. 
Theawtlerwaetakeaapbrtha Wash- 
ington authorities, who endorsed Ad- 
miral Mayo's views and demanded the 
second apcdogy, aad after eeeeral com- 
munications had passed between the U. 
S. officials and those of Mexico, Presi- 
tdent Wihon an Saturday the IStb, at 2 
p. m., issued the following ultimatum: 

"Gen Huerla is still insisting upon 
doing something less than has been de- 
manded and something less than would 
constitute an acknowledgment that his 
representatives were entirely ia the 
wrong in the indignities they have put 
upon the government of the United 
States. 

"The President has determined that 
if Gen. Huerta has not yielded by 6 p. 
m. Sunday afternoon he will take the 
matter tOvOoagress Monday." 

Geo. Hnarta has refused to accede to 
Um Praaident'a demand. Mr. Wilson 
called a Cabinent meeting at 10:30 Mon- 
day morning. The result of this was 
that the Cabinet stands by the Presi- 
dent. A joint meeting of both branches 
of C'-ongress was called for Monday at 3 
p. m.. at which time the President laid 
the whole matter before that body. 
What the outcome will be no one can 
predict. The U. S. government has 
never officially recognised the Hueru 
government and therefor^ cannot offlci- 
cially declare war against it. 

Besides this. President Wilson says 
emphatically that under no circumstan- 
ces will the V. S fight Mexico. What 
this statement means in the light of 
events that are taking place, we cannot 
even ha/.ard a guess. Meanwhile U. S. 
ships of war are on their way to Mexican 
waters, due to arrive there this afternoon 
at 4 o'clock. 

Latbb — Congress by an almost unani- 
mous vote has authorised the President 
to declare war against Iluerta's de facto 
government. The resolution expressly 
states that the U. 8. disclaims aay hoe 
lility toward the Mexican people, oraoy 
purpose to make war on them. 

More than likely before this paper 
reaches your home the U S. government 
will have taken possession of the Mexi- 
eaa eaetoai beasee at Tkapiaoaad Vara 
Crua.
